Two viheeks ago tho followinjr 
ijem appeared in the ready-prtm 
■section of the Recorder: 

"Thoae niiHgiiided peraonn, and 
thei*e ai*o many of them, w]h> 
believe that the reaping machiiif 
now need nil over the world, 
was invented in America, will 
bodisilhiMoned by theannonno' - 
ment that the invention wsf^ 
that of a Scottish minister. He 
was the Rev.*Pntrick Boll, wh» 
ma<Ie the first model a hundred 
years ago. It was never paf- 
tented, and was given to Dun¬ 
dee Museum, whenc it was sub 
sequently stolen. Centenary 
celebrations are to take place 
this year.” 

The attention of the Recorder is 
called to the above paragraph by 
Mr D. F, Fawns of Raymond. 

His slopfather, Andrew Luke, 
who now lies bnriorl in Payson, 
Utah, was a boy working on the 
farm owned by the father of Pat¬ 
rick Bell, who was studying for 
the ministry, and at the same time 
working on his reaping machine. 

A hundred years ago young 
Bell was secretly perfecting Ids' 
invention. Afraid to tell the pnii- 
lie, for fear of ridicule, he worked 
alone in a l)arn. He was afraid 
to take his wooden patterns to the 
smith to have them made fr^'m 
iron. So he took into his confi* 
donee the chore boy, Luke, who 
carried the patterns to the black¬ 
smith. 

From this humble beginning 
oarie the device which replace*s 
the old-time method of oiitting 
with the cycle.

Tho to¬ 
tal savings to larmers that huvo ro- 
suKed uro not en.sy to calculate, but 
probably two million dollars less has 
been paid by farmers for U.G.G. twino 
than they would have had to pay un¬ 
der condillon.s formerly provuIBug, 
and still prevailing to a certain ex¬ 
tent in parts of tho country whore 
ihei^ Is no coiupetitlon from faimers* 
organizations In tho handling of twino. 

But that is only a part of the saving 
to farmers, because this cumpotitlon 
has brougiit about a lower scale of 
prices on twine all over tho country, 
rusulting in savings of many millions. 

Moru than two million dollars' worth 
of farm supplies are handled each year 
by United Grain (Jrowers. Hesidos 
binder twino one of the largest Itoms 
Is flour and food, of which last yeai 
G,660 tuna wore sohk nearly all at 
elevators equipped with flour shed*. 

The value of this W'as $3U8.433, and 
during the past live years flour and 
feed to the value of over $1,580,000 
have been distributed. Tbe coal busi- 
nesa of the company amounts to over 
j half a million dollars each year, more 
than two thousand carloads being han¬ 
dled. While most of this goes tbroukb 
elevator coal shod*, a good dual is sold 
through local associations, which be¬ 
fore Uie company entered tbe field 
were unable to buy coal at wholesale 
prices.
